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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


Many  of  us  have  lived  through  two  world  wars  and  now  find  our- 
selves on  the  brink  of  another  such  catastrophe.  In  the  past  years  of 
social  and  economic  upheaval  and  in  those  which  lie  ahead,  our  chil- 
dren have  been  and  are  the  first  to  be  affected.  Our  young  people 
must  bear  the  brunt  of  these  disarrangements.  Every  channel  of 
approach  must  be  utilized  to  best  prepare  them  to  live  in  our  kind  of 
world  and  to  meet  existing  conditions. 

During  World  War  II  motion  pictures  and  radio  were  used  as 
the  most  potent  weapons  of  propaganda  by  Hitler  to  stir  up  hatred 
and  implant  lies  in  the  minds  of  the  German  youth.  No  one  can  dis- 
count the  power  of  the  motion  pictures,  radio,  television  and  publica- 
tions as  a means  of  propaganda — good  or  bad.  No  citizen  or  organ- 
ization of  this  state  can  escape  his  personal  responsibility  for  the 
standards  of  such  productions  as  they  affect  the  moral  fibre  of  our 
children  and  youth — the  future  leaders  of  America. 

The  Illinois  Council — incorporated  in  May,  1950 — is  dedicated 
to  the  creation  of  a voluntary  “partnership.”  Its  function  is  advisory 
at  state  level.  As  a “clearing-house,”  it  seeks  to  keep  abreast  with 
the  character  and  effect  upon  children  and  youth  of  the  four  media 
of  entertainment  through  the  guidance  of  qualified  leadership.  It 
appeals  for  the  cooperation  of  producers  and  distributors.  It  aims 
to  implement  the  efforts  and  programs  of  existing  organizations  and 
to  coordinate  activities  to  the  end  that  each  will  be  supported  by  a 
well-informed  public  opinion  on  vital  issues. 

The  Illinois  Council  now  invites  all  the  social,  educational,  civic, 
and  religious  leaders  of  each  community  of  the  state  to  join  together 
and  establish  local  councils — branches  of  the  state  group — united  in 
a common  cause  to  arouse  public  participation  in  the  establishment 
of  high  standards  of  production  in  these  media  of  entertainment  for 
children  and  youth.

George  W.  Withey,  superintendent  of  this  service  of  the 
state  of  Illinois,  and  excutive  vice  president  of  the  Council, 
appeals  to  the  leaders  of  every  community  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  local  councils : 

‘‘How  much  is  a Ford  car  worth — or  a pound  of  sirloin  steak? 

‘ ‘ How  much  is  a boy  or  girl  worth  ? 


“The  answer  to  the  first  question  can  be  given  in  dollars  and 
cents;  but  no  one  has  ever  devised  a monetary  system  to  evaluate 
the  great  worth  of  a personality.  Our  children  are  priceless. 

“With  the  advent  of  motion  pictures,  radio,  television,  and  the 
great  number  of  comic  books  now  available  to  children,  a new  set  of 
problems  confronts  us  all.  Responsibilities  of  citizens  and  parents 
have  been  magnified  many  times.  We  cannot  expect  to  build  a genera- 
tion of  mature,  thoughtful  people  unless  we  see  to  it  that  our  children 
get  a better  diet  of  these  various  programs.  This  is  not  a policing  or 
censorship  job.  This  is  rather  a task  to  be  handled  by  parents,  citi- 
zens, and  organizations  interested  in  the  welfare  of  young  people — 
through  cooperative  relationships  with  producers,  exhibitors,  and 
publishers. 

“With  the  pooling  of  similar  ideas  of  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions interested  in  bringing  a higher  standard  of  entertainment  to 
our  children  and  youth,  each  may  see  its  own  project  embodied  in 
local  councils.  By  uniting  in  a state-wide  effort,  each  may  see  its 
hopes  realized  on  a broad  scale  in  every  city  and  village,  thereby 
reaching  a greater  number  of  people  in  all  communities  than  would 
otherwise  be  possible. 

“The  Illinois  Council  invites  the  leaders  in  all  sections  of  the 
state  to  call  the  interested  citizens  together  to  design  a local  council 
similar  in  structure  to  the  state  organization  and  dedicated  to  study 
and  action  to  better  protect  the  minds  and  personalities  of  our  chil- 
dren as  they  are  affected  by  the  impact  of  these  outside  influences  on 
their  lives. 

“As  the  result  of  research,  and  with  the  help  of  leaders  of  the 
cooperating  organizations  of  the  Illinois  Council,  a manual  on  ‘How 
to  Form  a Local  Council’  has  been  completed.  It  is  offered  as  a guide, 
with  interesting  suggestions  for  each  of  the  several  primar}^  com- 
mittees which  are  set  up  to  comprise  such  a coordinated  activity.” 
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Hats  off  to  the  South  Side  (Chicago)  Federation  of  Colored 
Women’s  clubs,  for  completing  the  organization  of  the  South  Side 
Local  Council.  We’re  expecting  to  hear  great  things  from  them  before 
long.

THE  LOCAL  COUNCIL — A Pattern  for  Organization 

‘‘How  to  Form  a Local  Council”  will  be  sent  free  of  charge  upon 
request.  Write  to  Miss  Muriel  Martin,  Division  for  Youth  and  Com- 
munity Service,  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  628  East  Adams 
Street,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

In  a substantial  number  of  Illinois  towns  and  cities  there  already 
exist  representative  groups,  such  as  village  councils,  to  deal  with 
social  and  welfare  problems.  Such  groups  can  be  used  as  the  key- 
stones for  a local  council  by  setting  up  committees  on  the  media  of 
entertainment  with  ultimate  representation  from  all  civic,  social,  and 
religious  organizations. 

A small  committee  of  local  leaders  should  take  the  initiative.  The 
pattern  of  organization  need  not  be  the  same  as  for  the  State  Council, 
but  the  broad  objectives  should  be  identical.  They  are : 

(1)  To  promote  and  encourage  the  production  and  exhi- 
bition of  motion  pictures  and  publications,  and  the 
presentation  of  radio  and  television  programs  which 
are  suitable  for  children  and  youth,  and  to  take  action 
when  necessary  against  such  of  them  as  are  deemed  ob- 
jectionable. 

(2)  To  cooperate  with  all  organizations  in  this  field  to  co- 
ordinate efforts,  to  advance  research,  and  to  develop 
standards;  and  through  local  affiliated  councils  to  im- 
plement these  objectives  throughout  Illinois. 


The  Local  Council — A fetv  specific  ohjectives: 

(1)  Undertake  to  give  good  publicity  to  better  entertain- 
ment programs. 

(2)  Encourage  reviewing  of  programs,  to  build  local  tastes. 

(3)  Encourage  schools  to  revamp  courses  to  educate  chil- 
dren to  discriminate  between  good  and  bad.  Where 
such  routine  is  not  established,  back  the  efforts  of  the 
Illinois  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers.  They  were 
among  the  first  to  initiate  this  idea. 

(4)  Determine  how  the  entire  community  can  support  pro- 
grams now  under  way  by  established  groups — such  as 
P.T.A.,  Federated  Women’s  Clubs,  D.A.R.,  and  others. 
Coordinate  such  programs  at  top  level  within  each  com- 
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miinity,  through  the  qualified  leadership  of  various 
organizations. 

(5)  Work  for  special  Saturday  movie  matinees  for  children 
and  be  responsible  for  the  attendance. 

(6)  Mobilize  patronage  for  fine  productions.  Invite  leaders 
of  other  organizations  familiar  with  the  operation  of 
Listening  Councils  to  help  establish  a network  of  these 
in  local  councils. 

(7)  Establish  responsible  committees  to  deal  with  each  me- 
dium of  entertainment — including  current  reviewing 
of  television,  radio  programs,  comic  books  and  other 
publications. 

(8)  Work  with  local  exhibitors  and  distributors  to  eliminate 
objectionable  productions  and  programs  and  report 
them  to  the  State  Council. 

(9)  Nominate  a delegate,  or  delegates,  to  represent  the 
local  group  on  the  State  Council  and  attend  its  meet- 
ings as  often  as  possible. 

The  Organization  at  State  Level 

The  State  Council  is  made  up  of  outstanding  and  qualified  leaders 
who  are,  or  have  been,  affiliated  with  state  organizations,  educational 
institutions,  libraries  and  churches  concerned  with  welfare  problems, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  children  and  youth  and  what  is  offered 
them  in  their  recreational  hours.  It  is  divided  into  the  following 
standing  committees:  (1)  Motion  Pictures;  (2)  Radio;  (3)  Tele- 
vision; (4)  Publications;  (5)  Public  Relations ; (6)  Local  Councils; 
(7)  Conference  Programs;  and  (8)  Membership.  The  composition 
of  these  groups,  together  with  a list  of  the  officers,  is  set  forth  in  this 
Bulletin. 

Among  other  things,  the  State  Council  gathers  all  information 
relative  to  the  specific  activities  of  cooperating  organizations  in  the 
respective  fields  of  the  four  media — to  publicize  and  coordinate  efforts 
on  a broad  scale  in  order  to  stimulate  a wider  interest  and  greater 
participation  in  these  activities  at  local  level,  and  to  acquaint  more 
people  with  the  information  available  concerning  them. 


Functions  of  Evaluation  at  State  Level 

Prime  Objectives:  The  standing  committees  on  Motion  Pictures, 

Radio,  Television  and  Publications  are  asked  to  acquaint  themselves, 
as  continuing  activities,  with  the  character  of  the  four  media  of  enter- 
tainment available  for  youth  and  children,  thus  to  keep  Council  mem- 
bers informed  and  to  be  in  position  to : 

(a)  Appraise  intelligently  the  reports  or  complaints  from 
local  councils ; 

(b)  Be  thoroughly  informed  when  called  upon  to  deal  co- 
operatively with  officials  of  the  four  media. 
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LEADERS  EXPRESS  CONCERN 

POPE  PIUS  XII,  in  an  address  to  book  and  magazine  editors  in 
Rome  on  December  12,  1950 : 

'‘We  live  in  the  epoch  of  the  motion  picture  and  televi- 
sion. Without  doubt  both  have  drawn  to  themselves  a notable 
part  of  the  time  that  used  to  go  to  the  printed  word.  Yet 
this  very  fact  is  creating  an  increased  value  for  good  books 
because — fully  recognizing  the  importance  of  the  technique 
and  art  of  the  film — it  is  true  just  the  same  that  the  one-sided 
influence  that  the  film  exercises  on  man,  and  especially  on 
the  young,  with  its  almost  purely  visual  action,  involves  such 
a danger  of  intellectual  decadence  that  one  begins  to  consider 
it  already  a danger  for  all  people.”  (Underlining  inserted) 

REVEREND  GEORGE  A.  FOAVLER,  past  president.  Church  Fed- 
eration of  Greater  Chicago : 

"There  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  thinking  people  that 
something  is  corrupting  our  children.  Never  before  have  we 
been  so  conscious  of  vandalism,  lack  of  reverence  and  respect 
for  anything  or  anybody.  The  criminal  tendencies  demon- 
strated by  children  today,  eventuating  many  times  even  in 
murder,  should  shock  us  awake. 

"These  acts  of  violence,  and  this  evidence  of  disregard 
for  people  and  property,  are  performed  not  only  by  young- 
sters who  would  perhaps  be  in  the  juvenile  delinquency  class 
because  of  poverty,  bad  housing,  ignorance  and  neglect  of 
parents,  but,  sad  to  say,  some  of  these  offenders  come  from 
homes  of  education,  affluence,  and  apparent  refinement. 

' ' Many  of  us  no  longer  doubt  that  some  of  these  acts  are 
incited  by  pictures  and  stories  placed  in  their  minds  b}' 
radio,  television,  moving  pictures  and  certain  types  of  publi- 
cation. 

"For  one  thing,  more  discipline  is  needed  in  the  home.  Par- 
ents should  cease  to  be  afraid  of  correcting  their  children. 
They  should  take  more  time  to  teach  and  train  their  children 
in  right  ways  of  thinking  and  acting.  A little  more  compan- 
ionship would  help,  too. 

"However,  the  fact  is  that  parents  themselves  are  cor- 
rupted by  these  four  avenues  of  molding  thought.  Instead 
of  increased  vigilance  to  overcome  the  damage  done  by  these 
evil  influences,  parents  many  times  assume  a careless,  lax 
attitude.  'Oh,  it’s  only  a story.  The  children  know^  it.  It 
won’t  hurt  them.’  Tlie  fact  is,  we  are  face  to  face  with  an 
extremely  dangerous  situation  and  something  must  be  done 
about  it.  The  Illinois  Council  on  Motion  Pictures,  Radio, 
Television  and  Publications  meets  a great  need  now.  Parents, 


teachers,  ministers,  and  all  riglit-tliinking  citizens  who  love 
children  and  youth  will  give  it  utmost  support.” 

NORMAN  COUSINS,  Editor,  Saturday  Review  of  Literature: 

‘‘The  terror  comic  strips  were  bad  enough,  but  they  are 
rapidly  on  the  way  to  playing  squeaky  second  fiddles  to  tele- 
vision as  prime  movers  in  juvenile  misconduct  and  delin- 
quenc}^.  T.V.  is  hardly  out  of  its  infancy  as  a major  industry, 
but  already  it  has  become  the  nation’s  number  one  time- 
trip  for  children.” 

BEN  ARONIN,  Director  of  Extension  Activities,  The  Anshe  Emet 

Synagogue,  Chicago : 

“It  makes  one  sad  to  realize  what  careful  attention  is 
being  paid  to  physical  diet  and  what  little  care  is  given  to 
the  food  for  the  child’s  personality  and  soul.  As  one  who 
has  dealt  with  and  taught  children  for  almost  30  years,  I 
want  to  commend  the  splendid  efforts  of  the  Illinois  Council.” 


DR.  PRESTON  BRADLEY,  of  the  People’s  Church,  Chicago,  in  a 
radio  address : 

“When  the  soul  of  America  is  being  molded,  it  is  dis- 
couraging, even  frightening,  to  see  what  the  masses  of  people 
laugh  at  and  enjoy  in  the  media  of  entertainment — motion 
pictures,  radio,  television  and  publications.  What  a responsi- 
bility belongs  to  the  sponsors ! Have  you  anything  better  to 
declare  than  learn  to  stand  for  something  worth  while? 

‘ ‘ The  humblest  of  us,  the  weakest  of  us,  those  with  tragic 
souls,  the  least  of  us — the  poorest  of  us — can  stand  for  the 
greatest  things.  The  least  of  us  can  stand  for  the  greatest 
loyalty,  or  the  greatest  and  highest  in  his  own  life ; belief  in 
the  fundamental  principles  that  never  change,  that  stand  in 
spite  of  all  other  changes. 

“What  is  there  for  youth  to  stand  for?  The  pattern 
that  we  give  them — the  cleanest  and  highest  in  life.  It  is  up 
to  you  and  me  to  keep  the  standard  of  ideals  high,  for  ‘as  a 
man  thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he’.” 
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ORGANIZATIOH  ACTIVITIES 


Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers.  At  the  annual  spring  con- 
ference of  the  National  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the  100- 
member  board  of  managers  stated  it  was  against  the  '‘blood  and 
thunder  shows”  that  made  gun-play,  killing,  and  torture  all  too  com- 
monplace. The  board  requested  that  the  National  Association  of 
Radio  and  Television  Broadcasters  adopt  a code  acceptable  to  the 
American  family. 


Illinois  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs.  The  motion  picture, 
radio  and  television  divisions  of  the  national  organization  are  ex- 
tending their  respective  programs  through  state  and  local  levels, 
building  support  for  worthwhile  prgductions.  As  part  of  its  Youth 
Conservation  Program,  a handbook  on  “Youth’s  Diet  of  Comics, 
Radio,  Television,  Movies  and  Literature”  is  available. 

The  Federation  is  particularly  interested  in  the  organization  of 
Youth  Cinema  Clubs. 

Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  The  program  of  this 
organization  revolves  around  a nationwide  effort  to  educate  parents 
and  children  to  select  only  the  best  in  entertainment  through  ap- 
praisal of  reliable  reviews  such  as  the  “D.A.R.  Motion  Picture  Guide.” 
It  concentrates  on  “Children’s  Films  for  Children,”  and  has  offered 
an  award  for  the  best  children’s  film  produced  each  year. 

Wisconsin  Association  for  Better  Radio  ayid  Television.  The 
Illinois  Division  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Women 
has  been  participating  on  a wide  scale  in  the  Wisconsin  Listening 
Project.  This  is  a unique  and  worthwhile  effort.  Five  states  have 
joined  with  Wisconsin,  and  over  600  listeners  have  been  enlisted  in 
40  communities  of  Illinois.  The  State  Council  will  encourage  the 
spread  of  this  program  through  the  Radio  and  Television  Committees 
of  its  local  councils  as  they  are  created. 

Wilmette  P.  T.  A.  This  group  has  an  Audio-Visual  Committee. 
Local  councils,  when  established,  should  aid  P.T.A.  in  the  creation 
of  such  committees.  They  use  the  P.T.A.  “Radio-Television  Listening 
Guide”  as  a basis  of  their  programs.  Wilmette  is  a good  illustration 
of  the  effectiveness  of  P.T.A. 

The  Better  Films  Council  of  Chicagoland.  This  group  previews 
and  evaluates  current  films  for  audience  suitability,  sponsors  Satur- 
day programs  for  children,  and  promotes  closer  cooperation  with 
theater  managers.  This  Council  is  particularly  active,  and  although 
it  restricts  its  activities  to  the  one  medium,  its  work  is  wortliy  of 
stud}"'  by  local  councils  dealing  with  all  four  media. 
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Joint  Legislative  Committee — New  York  State.  This  committee 
has  recently  recommended  state  regulation  of  comic  books  as  necessary 
to  the  ‘‘ethical  development  of  children.” 

The  Chicago  Area  Project.  Clifford  R.  Shaw  is  administrative 
director  at  907  South  Wolcott  Avenue,  Chicago.  The  Project  spon- 
sors community  committees  in  areas  of  high  rates  of  delinquency.  The 
business  and  social  leaders  of  other  cities  and  towns  of  Illinois  should 
have  a copy  of  its  prospectus. 

The  Glen  Ellyn  Children’s  Film  Council.  This  council  has  been 
organized  for  six  years.  It  is  a cross-section  of  local  chapters  of  about 
35  leading  national,  state,  and  local  religious,  educational,  and  civic 
organizations.  It  has  sponsored  speciallj^  selected  Saturday  matinees 
for  children. 

Libraries.  In  response  to  a questionnare  sent  out  in  regard  to 
the  activities  of  organizations  interested  in  the  media  of  entertain- 
ment, the  following  statement  was  received  from  Miss  Helene  H. 
Rogers,  assistant  state  librarian : 

“Study  is  now  under  wa}^  regarding  servicing  motion 
pictures  in  the  same  manner  in  which  books,  etc.  are  avail- 
able. The  state  library  has  been  asked  to  review  the  news- 
stands in  the  state  capitol  for  objectionable  types  of  comics 
and  other  cheap  publications.” 

C.  Walter  Stone,  professor  in  the  Library  school  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  states  that  the  university  is  making  a stud}^  of  all 
four  media. 

The  Catholic  Legion  of  Decency.  This  organization  evaluates 
and  reviews  motion  pictures.  The  Council  of  Catholic  Women  in 
Chicago  have  conducted  a crusade  to  eliminate  bad  comics  from  news- 
stands. It  publishes  an  excellent  review  of  motion  pictures  known 
as  “Films  Reviewed.” 
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MAGAZINES  OF  INTEREST 


TV  Forecast.  Robert  A.  Kubicek  is  the  editor;  the  address  is 
185  North  Wabash  Avenue,  Chicago.  Here  is  an  excellent  guide  for 
use  by  leaders  in  all  towns  of  Illinois  and  for  library  reference.  The 
cost  is  $5  per  year  for  single  subscriptions  and  $3  for  additional  sub- 
scriptions, with  lower  rates  for  two  and  three-year  periods. 

The  Journal  of  the  Air.  Published  by  the  Association  for  Edu- 
cation by  Radio,  228  North  LaSalle  Street,  Chicago,  George  Jennings, 
president,  this  magazine  is  an  excellent  guide  for  local  councils  and 
their  radio  committees.  The  annual  dues  in  the  association  are  $3, 
and  each  member  receives  this  publication  monthly,  except  during 
the  summer. 

The  National  Parent-Teacher.  This  is  the  monthly  P.T.A.  Maga- 
zine, 6 South  Michigan  Avenue,  Chicago.  It  catalogues  acceptable 
film  productions  and  keeps  abreast  of  the  trends  in  radio  and  tele- 
vision. We  suggest  every  parent  and  good  citizen  subscribe  to  this 
splendid  publication. 

The  National  D.A.B.  Magazine  reports  on  motion  pictures  each 
month.  In  1951  the  D.A.R.  will  present  an  award  to  the  motion  pic- 
ture producer  who  develops  the  best  children’s  picture  during  the 
year.  The  D.A.R.  Monthly  Screen  Guide  may  be  obtained  by  writing 
Mrs.  William  P.  Settlemayer,  national  chairman.

The  Illinois  Club  Woman  is  the  monthly  magazine  of  the  Illinois 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs.

The  Wisconsin  Association  for  Better  Radio  and  Television,  Madi- 
son, Wisconsin,  issues  a monthly  pamphlet  with  interesting  informa- 
tion on  radio  and  television  listening  councils.
